Control of the Republican State con- 
vention at the Armory Thursday for 
Roosevelt or Taft may depend on the 
action of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, which met at the Planters Hotel at 
2 p. m. Wednesday to pass on contests 
filed against the Roosevelt delegations 
from Kangas City ana 15 counties. 


The State Committee has the power to 
recommend the seating of the delegates 
in the “emporary organization of the 
convention, and also recomnrends the 
temporary officers. 

At noon Otto F. Stifei, leader of the 
Taft forces, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

‘‘We control the State Committee. We 
will throw out the Kansas City dele- 
gates, and Taft men will control the 
convention.” 

Hadley Will Fight on Floor. 

«. The Fevosevelt leaders concede control 
of the State Committee to the Taft men, 
but declare they do not believe the com- 

ittee will undertake to throw out the 

ansas City delegates and enough other 
delegates to give Taft control. In the 
event the majority of the committee rec- 
ommends tlie unseating of the Kansas 
City delegates, Gov. Hadley, leader of 
the Roosevelt campaign, will carry the 
fight to the floor of the convention and 
appeal to the fairness of the delegates 
to seat the Roosevelt delegation. 

Stifel, with E. L. Morse of Excelsior 
Springs, Postmaster Akins, United 
States Marshal Regenhardt and Sur- 
veyor Gallenkamp held caucuses with 
members of the Republican State Com- 
mittee in the Taft headquarters in the 
Planters Hotel Wednesday mornirg. It 
was efter this caucus taht Stifel an- 
mounced the Taft men controlled the 
committee and would throw out the 
Kansas City delegation. 

Koeln Won't Stand for It. 

City Collector Edmond Koeln and 
Committeeman Nat Goldstein have 
perved notice on the Taft leaders that 
they will not stand for the unseating 
of the Kansas City delegation. Koe!n 
eontrols the South St. Louis delegates, 
ané he has assured Gov. Hadley that 
the delegates from his end of the city 
will not uphold the throwing out of the 
Mansas City delegation, which was 
elected at a primary March 7, and the 
seating of the Taft delegates, who wer= 
elected April 19 at a caucus of 37 men, 
wnder the leadership of oJseph McCoy. 

Congressman Bartholdt, slated by the 
Taft leaders for temporary chairman of 
. the convention, withdrew Wednesday 
when he learned that South St. Louis 
committeemen would not support him. 
The Taft leaders then tried to induce 
* Mayor Kreismann to make the fight for 
temporary chairman. 

Gov. Hadley, aided by Jesse Tolerton, 
Thomas K. Niedringhaus, Walter S. 
Dickey, former Senator Hugh McIndoe 
of Joplin and others, denounced the ef- 
forts of the Taft men to unseat the 
Kansas City delegation as a high-hand- 
ed outrage. The Taft men concede that 
their only hope of control of the con- 
vention lies in the unseating of the 
Roosevelt delegates from Kansas City 
and at least 10 counties. 

State Chairman Charles D. Morris 
told a Post- Dispatch reporter that whilo 
be personally favored the renomina- 
tton of Taft and thought the nomina- 
tion of Roosevet would be revolu- 
tionary, he could not in fairness te 
the party do what Taft leaders had in- 
sisted he must do in the matter of un- 
seating the Roosevelt delegates. 

“We Cannot Be Unfair.’ 

“The State Committee is charged 
with the duty of making up the tem- 

rary roll of the convention,’ said 

irman Morris. “It determines who 
thall have seats in the temporary meet- 
me. I want to say that the State Com- 

Mittee is comprised of a body of fair- 
minded men who will pass upon every 
sontest on its merits. While I believe a 

majority of the committeemen favor the 
sination of President Taft, we can 

go to the extent of being unfair to 
fhe Roosevelt delegates.

After Mrs. Hawkins had told of the 
friendship of her husband and Miss Wil- 
son, the inquest was continued until 9 
a. m. Thursday, and summonses were 
issued for Miss Wilson and for Hawkins’ 
mother, Mrs. Edith Christopher, with 
whom Miss Wilson is said to have left 
her home at 7 p. m. Wednesday, half 
an hour after Hawkins’ body was found. 

Faints in Women’s Arms. 

Mrs. Hawkins testified that she is em- 
ployed downtown and that her husband, 
pleading illness, had not been at work 
for several days. He was employed by 
the American Oak Leather Co. as book- 
keeper and cashier. 

“T returned home _ about 6:30 last 
night,” testified Mrs. Hawkins. “a 
opened the front door with my latch 
key and went into the bedroom to take 
off my hat and coat. My husband was 
in bed with his arms folded above his 
head, the way he always slept. Think- 
ing he was asleep, I bent over to kiss 
him. I laid my hand on his forehead 
and found it was cold. Seeing that he 
was dead, I ran through the kitchen 
and opened the back door. Ida Wilson, 
my husband's former sweetheart, was on 
the back porch. I fainted in her arms. 

Empty Shell in Revolver.

LONDON, April 24.—Renewed interest 
in the American Senate’s inquiry into 


the loss of the Titanic and the status of 
the senatorial court, was evinced by 
several members of the House of Com- 
mons today and many questions were 
asked of Francis Dyke Acland, Parlia- 
mentary Undersecretary for Foreign Af- 
fairs. Alexander MacCallum Scott, a 
Scottish member, said: 

“Are you aware that those called be- 
fore the Senate committee are not re- 
ceiving fair and honorable treatment? 
Will you take steps to secure fair and 
honorable treatment for British sub- 
jects ?’’ 

Trusts American Good Sense. 

Acland replied: “‘No such complaint has 
been received by us. Surely in this mat- 
ter we must trust, as 1] think we are 
right in doing, to the good sense of the 
American people; and we do not desire 
to interfere without absolute necessity. 

“I am not aware of the precise grounds 

on which the United States Senate in- 
quiry is being held. I understand the 
object is to determine the responsibility 
for the wreck. As far as I am aware 
there has never been previously a for- 
eign inquiry into the loss of a British 
ship on. the high seas.”’ 
-Roland Munro-Ferguson, another 
Scottish member, expressed fears lest 
Witnesses necessary to the British in- 
quiry into the Titanic disaster might 
be detained, but acland dissented, say- 
ing: “I feel sire that we can trust to 
the usual good sense of the American 
Senate and the American people not to 
desire to detain persons whose attend- 
ance might be required at a court of 
inquiry in this country.’’

It appears that the commit- 
tee of the Senate has power to summon 
witnesses and to administér oaths and 
we have not thought that we were en- 
titled to go further than that in the 
matter.’’

Made No Speed Trial. 

Lowe declared there had been no test 
for speed on the Titanic. He believed 
the Titanic was capable of making from 
24 to 2% knots an hour. 

Q. Have you any idea yourself the 
speed the Titanic made on her trial 
trip? A.I do not know exactly, but I 
believe it was between 20 and 2% knots. 

Q. How many revolutions did that 
speed require. A.I can’t tell exactly, 
because the revolution had not been 
entirely worked out when the ship went 
down. 

Q. Was there any representative of 
the British Board of Trade on the Ti- 
tanic during the test trip? A. Not that 
I know of. 

The witness said that before the Ti- 
tanic sailed one drill of the crew was 
held. He could not remember whether 
it was held at Belfast or in the harbor 
at Southampton. 


He hesitated also when asked his 
especial station and did set knew 
whether any other officers were at 
their stationg on the starboard side 
of the ship where his station was 
located, 

“I was a complete stranger in the 
ship,” he said in extenuation. Later 
he remembered that the test was held 
at Southampton.

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Frankfurt Captain Believes Big Ship Passed 
Through Great Ice Field Before Collision— 
Communicated His Position.

BREMERHAVEN, Germany, April 24. 


—The North German Lioyd steamer 
Frankfurt, according to her command- 
er, Capt. Hattorff, was the first ves- 
wel to receive the Titanic’s appeal for 
help, arrived here today. 

Capt. Hattorff reports that he sight- 
ed the iceberg which sank the Titanic 
bearing evidences of the collision, short- 
ly before arriving on the scene of the 
catastrophe. The Frankfurt, on re- 
ceiving the appeal for help, immediately 
headed at the utmost speed in the di- 
rection of the Titanic. The German ves- 
sel made 13% knots, though normally her 
speed was only 12 knots, but she did not 
reach the scene of the disaster until 10 
a. m. Monday. 

Capt. Hattorff says his first message 
from the Titanic was received at 12:10 
a. m. Monday morning. It asked him to 
communicate the Frankfurt’s position, 
which was done immediately. The Ti- 
tanic then communicated her own po- 
sition as 41:54 latitude, 60:24 longitude 
and stated that she was fast in the ice 
and urgently needed assistanee. 

Frankfurt 140 Miles Away. 

The Frankfurt was then 140 nautical 
miles distant. Capt. Hattorff informed 
the Titanic that the Frankfurt would 
reach her at 11 o’clock. Hattorff says 
that at 12:15 a. m. the distress signal 
“C Q D” was received from the Titanic 
and that at 1:0 the Titanic reported 
that her passengers were bein® loaded 
into the lifeboats. Wireless communi- 
cation with the Titanic was interrupted 
at 1:15 a. m. and Hattorff believes the 
White Star ship then sank. 


The Frankfurt, steaming at top speed, 
reached the scene of the disaster at 10 
a. m., passing on the way three great 
icebergs, 17 smaller ones and great ice 
fields from 10 to 30 miles in extent. 

The greatest iceberg was 120 feet high 
and 60 feet long. The Frankfurt, with

Sew Badly Splintered Ice. 
Hattorff described to a correspondent 


the iceberg which the Frankfurt passed 
about an hour before reaching the 
scene of the disaster and which he be- 
lives sank the Titanic. At one place 
the mass of ice was darkly colored and 
badly splintered, this evidently being 
the point of impact. The weather was 
clear and the wind was blowing about 
five miles an hour. 

The officers. of the Frankfurt believe 
the Titanic before the accident must 
have passed big ice flelds, which should 
have caused her officers to take pre- 
caution.

Lookout Fieet on Stand. 

When Lookout Fleet, who was the first 
witness, took the stand, Senator Bur- 
ton questioned him. 

Fleet testified yesterday that he was 
in the crow’s nest of the Titanic, and 
that he reported a mass of ice ahead. 

He thought that if he had. had. bin- 
cculars, he could have given the warning 
in time to save the ship. 

Q. When you were on the Titanic, 
vere your eyes examined. A. Yes. 

Q. How often? A. Frequently. 

Q. Can you distinguish colors? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you, when in the Titanic’s 
crow’'s nest, see a light? A. No, I saw 
no light: until I got in the lifeboat.

Helped to Load Roat.

It is the intention of the commit- 
tee to inquire Of all subjects of Great 
Britain who may be in this country 
and who may khow anything of the dis- 
aster and to hold them here until we 
have learned all that we can. 

“This course Will be pursued until the 
committee concludes it has obtained all 
accessible and useful information to a 
proper understanding of the disaster. 

*“‘Now, a word about the difficulty. To 
the credit of most of the officers and 
members of the crew, we believe we ex- 
perienced little difficulty in securing 
such witnesses as we thought necessary, 
but from the beginning until now there 
has been @ voluntary, gratuitous, med- 
dlesome attempt on the part of certain 
persons to influence the members of the 
committee ahd to shape its procedure. 

*‘Misrepresentations have been made, I 
have heard. I have not, however, read 
the newspapers because I did not wish 
to be prejudiced. . 

“The representatives of the press have 
all co-operated in every possible way 
to lighten the burdens of the committee. 

“The committee will not tolerate any 
further attempt on the part of anyone 
to shape its course. We shal! proceed 
in our own way and the judgment of our 
efforts well may be withheld until those 
who criticise our course may have op- 
portunity to examine the official rec- 
ord.”’ . 

As Senator Smith delivered this an- 
nouncement he spoke emphatically and 
punctuated his remarks by pounding the 
table with his fist. Afterward he did 
not give any detailed explanation of 
what actuated him to make the state- 
ment.

GREW ON STRIKE: 
FEAR LIFEBOATS 


Liner Leaves Southampton Late; 
Sailor Says He Stuck Thumb 
Through One of Collapsibles. 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, April 24.— 
Three hundred of the firemen and oilers 
belonging to the crew of the Olympic, 
sister ship of the Titanic, struck five 
minutes before the. White Star liner 
was due to sail today for New York. 
The men deserted the ship in a body. 
They gave as their reason for striking 
that the collapsible lifeboats installed 
on the vessel were unseaworthy. 

Men employed in the engine room de- 
manded that wooden -lifeboats be 
substituted for the collapsible ones and 
also that two additional seamen be 
signed for each boat. 

Commander Clarke offered to take the 
Olympic to the Cowes roads and allow 
any of the crew to select any boat or 
boats on board and he would prove by 
demonstration that they were absolute- 
ly safe. The men refused to be con- 
vinced and left the ship. One of them 
said he had punched his thumb through 
the canvas of one of the new collapsible 
boats. . 

By pressing into service all the avail- 
able engine room hands on the White 
Star and American liners in port the 
Olympic was able to proceed down 
Southampton water, where officials de- 
clared the requisite complement of fire- 
men, Oilers and crew would be taken 
and that she would soon begin her voy- 
age with 1400 passengers on board.

Two men, both despondent over the 
deaths of their wives, killed themselves 
with gas in their rooms, within a few 
blocks of each other, Wednesday morn- 
ing.

The other was H. J. Tolzmann, 61 
years oly who lived at the Lutheran 
Altenheim, 1906 Lafayette avenue. He 
fastened one end of a rubber tube to an 
open light jet, put the other end of the 
tube between his lips and lay down to 
die. The policeman is Walter Strother 
of the Soulard Street Polite Station. 

Grieved for Wife.

had occupied two rooms at the Dolman 
street house since the death of his

In the letter to Kenning he apologized

ministrator Harry Troll and City Jailer 
William Troll, arrived in a taxi and in- 
formed the Sergeant that it wag useless 
for him to try to get into the place. 
The following is Matthews’ account of 
what happened: 
“Why? demanded Matthews. 
“The board of directors, by advice of 
coungel, has voted to exclude policemen 
from the club,” said Troll. 
“But I am here on police duty,’’ Mat- 
thews said. 

Directors’ New Policy. 

“Can’t help that,’’ was Troll’s reply, 
in an authoritative tone. ‘It’s the 
Board’s new policy, and you're wast-~ 
ing time by trying to enter.’’ 

‘Tf it‘ is a legitimate club I see no 
reason why you or the Board of Di- 
rectors should ‘object to my presence,” 
argued Matthews, 

‘It's the orders of the Board,” re- 
torted Troll, “and that’s all there is 
te it.” 

“Who are the members 
Board?” asked the Sergeant. 

Troll made no reply. Matthews then 
retired and reported by telephone to 
Lieut. Seth Singleton of Central Dts- 
trict. At 2:30 dnd 3:30 a. m. he again 
reported he was unable to get into 
the Broadway Club. 

Meets Sergeant at Door. 

“Cap” Troll, the police say, is inter- 
ested in the Broadway Club, the Wood- 
land, Typo-Press, Zodiac, © Theatrical 
Brotherhood on South Broadway and the 
Waiters’ Benevolent Socfety. 

Troll called on Chief Young and Capt. 
Schwartz of Central District, Tuesday 
evening, and protested against what he 
called partiality being shown by the po- 
lice in their crusade against iiie lid 
clubs. In the presence of the two of- 
ficers he admitted being financially in- 
terested in the Zodiac, one of the clubs 
raided last Sunday. 

Troll was complaining in particular 
about the arrest of Frank Benson at 
the Zodiac and declared Benson was not 
the manager, as the police had assumed, 
He was asked by Capt. Schwartz to 
name the manager. 

“Never mind about that,”’ 
“Benson ain't the manager.” 

“What interest have you in the club?” 
Troll was asked. 

“T have a littl® money invested in it,’’ 
he said. 

Chief Young Determined, 

“T don’t care who is interested in these 
clubs,’’ Chief Younes said. “We are going 
to continue the fight against them until 
they close. The law must be enforced, 
and complaining about police work will 
not count.”’ 

Troil was angry when he departed. 

The police were not barred from any 
but the Broadway Club. The police 
say Troll engaged Attorney William E. 
Fish to defend several of the 20 men 
who were charged in warrants, Monday, 
with violating the liquor laws and whose 
cases are set for the first and second 
Attorney John Gernez 
is counsel for others. 

In discussing the Broadway Club’s 
new move, Lieut. Singleton and Sergt. 
Matthews agreed the police*had the 
power to raid the place on the pre- 
sumption that it is an illegal saloon, but 
they decided to proceed more cautiously, 
They planned another move, which will 
be carried into effect Wednesday night. 

Eunerges From Background. 

The grand jury, Tuesday afternoon, 

heard the testimony of policemen from 
the Central, Carr Street, Dayton Street 
and Mounted Districts. The police are 
confident that, even if they are unable 
to prove who gets the profit and pays 
the bills at the various lid clubs, they 
will present sufficient evidence to the !n- 
quisitorial body to insure the indictment 
of those “higher up” in the lid clubs 
business. 
Except for the signing of bonds oc- 
casionally for a few of those arrested 
in the lid club war, “Cap’’ Troll had 
remained in the background until 
Wednesday morning.

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TIMELY MEDIATION. 

By accepting the mediation of Federal Labor 
Commissioner Charles P, O’Neill and President 
Martin A. Knapp of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the locomotive engineers who are 
threatening to strike in the East have greatly 
strengthened their case with the public. 

The mediators scarcely hope to become the 
specific agencies by which an adjustment will be 
reached. Submission to them of the case at this 
critical stage prevents a precipitate, inconsiderate 
strike, not to be expected of nren as intelligent 
as the engineers. The mediators’ task is to ar- 
range the details of a satisfactory arbitration 
scheme.

The Supreme Court’s decision in the Terminal 


case is epoch-making through its effect not only 
ifpon the St. Louis terminal situation, but upon 
ali railroad terminals. It is clear, comprehensive 
and definitive as to the relations of terminals and 
terminal combinations to railroad traffic. 

Judge Larton accepted the definition of counsel 
for the Terminal Association that terminal facil- 
ities are “mechanical devices for the exchange, 
receipt and distribution of traffic.” But he pointed 
out that the St. Louis Terminal company went 
beyond this function and effected a combination 
to control all the entrances and terminal facilities 
of St. Louis for monopoly purposes. It restricted 
the freedom of railroads using its facilities and 
forced all railroads entering St. Louis to conform 
te its monopoly terms. It also levied special 
charges for bridge and terminal ser@ice. 

Judge Lurton did not condemn terminal com- 
bination. On the contrary he recognized its pos- 
sible value to railroads and the public when free 
from obnoxious practices of monopoly. He said: 

If, as we have already said, the combination 
of two or more terminal companies into a sin- 
gle system does not violate the prohibition of 
the statute against contracts and combina- 
tions in restraint of interstate commerce, it 
is because such a combination may be of 
greater public utility. But when, as here, 
the inherent conditions are such as to prohibit 
any other reasonable means of entering the 
city, the combination of every such facility 
under the exclusive. ownership and control 
of less than all of the companies under com- 
pulsion to use them violates both the first 
and second sections of the act, in that it con- 
stitutes a contract or combination in restraint 
of commerce among the states, and an at- 
tempt to monopolize commerce among the 
states which must pass through the gateway 
at St. Louis. 

With all obnoxious monopoly restrictions and 
charges eliminated, there is no reason why St. 
Louis and the railroads entering the city should 
not enjoy the fullest advantage and the greatest 
benefits of the combination terminals which have 
been organized and built by the Terminal Asso- 
ciation. Reorganization of the combine in accord- 
ance with the orders of the court will remove 
every obstacle to the granting on reasonable terms 
of all franchise privileges needed to equip the 
system with abundant facilities. 

Enlarged and perfected facilities will be re- 
quired in the near future if the congestion of traf- 
fic, feared by the Municipal Terminal Commission, 
on the abolition of all tolls, is not to follow. New 
railroads will be free to enter the city with or 
without using the Terminal Association’s bridges 
and terminals. Railroads now in the city will 
be relieved of hampering restrictions. The rail- 
roads will be independent and can supplement 
the combination terfinals with their own termi- 
nals. With the arbitraries abolished, all the 
bridges will be open on fair terms to all the 
railroads. The bridge problems can now be ad- 
justed on the most advantageous basis. The 
Terminal railroads having access to the municipal 
bridge, it may be possible to arrange for the open- 
ing of two great free thoroughfares to the East 
Side—the upper decks of the Eads bridge and the 
municipal bridge. 

The decision creates an opportunity for con- 
structive work of the most valuable kind. It 
enables St. Louis to gain advantages in terminal 
service unsurpassed by any competitive city. Wise 
and energetic leadership is needed in this crisis. 
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If the White Star Line is culpable, what of the 
captain of that unknown steamship which left 
the sinking Titanic to her fate? 
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WHAT IS A WIFE’S DUTY?
